U.S. jets kill 
S Viets by mistake 


SAIGON (UPI>—A U.S. jet tighter-bom ber m istakenly killed 18 
South V ietnam ese p aratro op ers helping defend A m erican F ire Base 
P ace near the Cam bodian border. U.S. spokesm en said today. It w as 
the w orst com bat accident in m ore than seven m onths. 
The paratroopers w ere spotted in the open Monday by a F o rw ard Air 
Controller < FAC i who mistook them tor C om m unist troops. He called 
in two A37 Dragonfly je ts and one of them laid a pair ot 500 pound 
bombs on the paratroop position, killing 18. wounding seven seriously 
and a num ber of others less seriously. 


Spokesmen said the FAC called tor and got a clearan ce for the air 
strike trom the V ietnam ese paratroop co m m an d er at Thien Ngon F ire 
Base about five m iles to the south. 


One Dragonfly dropped its bombs but the other was told to cancel 
the mission after a tran tic radio m essage from the ground.

Furniture for the ecologically minded 
Set-ups does it with paper 


LOS ANGELES - (NEA) 
—America is sufering from 
ecological n e u r o s i s , and 
American industry has never 
been shy about capitalizing 
on any such phenomenon. 
Nowadays, the markets are 
glutted w i t h merchandise 
which is supposed to do no 
harm to our precarious en­ 
vironment. 
Los Angeles, birthplace of 
many curiosities lately, has 
the latest in this trend—en­ 
vironmental furniture. 
A team, headed by the 
famed 
novelist-industrialist 
J. 
Richard 
Kennedy, 
has 
come out with a line of fur­ 
niture called Set-Ups. Not 
only are the pieces recycl­ 
able, but, in large measure 
they have already been re­ 
cycled. 
Set-Ups are made of heavy 
paper tubes and plastic con­ 
nections. You fix the tubes 
into the connections, much 
like you made the battle­ 
ships and houses out of Tink­ 
er Toy sets. Out of the tubes 
and 
connections 
and 
flat 
plastic sheets, you can make 
tables and chairs and canopy 
beds and desks. 
The paper tubes — strong 
enough to create a chair that 
will hold 3,000 pounds, they 
claim — are made from pa­ 
per which has been recycled. 
The plastic is 99 per cent re­ 
cyclable. Even the finish on 
the tubes, leatherlike and 
available* in five colors, is 
made of paper. 
“Our interest is survival,” 
says Frances Corey, a form­ 
er vice-president of Macy’s 
who is executive vice-presi­ 
dent of Environmental Con­ 
cepts, which makes Set-Ups. 
‘‘Our interest is in paper — it 
has to happen. There will 
have to be a simplification 
of materials in everything.” 
The firm believes their fur­ 
niture has other advantages 
for 1971 America. This is an 
age ot movement, when the 
average 
American 
family 
moves every 2.7 years. Two 
rooms of Set-Ups can be 
taken apart and moved, in a 
station wagon. 


SET-UPS DESIGNS come in a wide variety, from simple 
tables and shelves to chairs and beds. 


It’s also becoming increas­ 
ingly an age when people 
must watch out for financial 
consideration. Set-Ups is de­ 
signed for low budgets—that 
same two rooms of furniture, 
consisting of 10 pieces, costs 


$210. 
The most expensive piece 
in the line is a five tier etag- 
ere — at $39 95. The least 
expensive is a little cube 
table at $12.95. 
Environmental Concepts is 
a young company. It started 
in January, 1971, when two 
designers, Jack and Louise 
Klotz, conceived the line. 
Mrs. Corey and 
Kennedy 
were brought in and the 
firm’s 
first 
shipments 
to 
stores went out in August. 
“We don’t think we can 
live in the old 
way 
any 
more,” 
Mrs. Corey 
says. 


“Our furniture is a way of 
living permanently tempo­ 
rarily. 
“Our 
whole 
concept 
of 
committing o u r s e l v e s to 
space is peculiar. We’ve al­ 
ways been a nation that 
placed its furniture down in 
one spot and left it for years. 
What we need is movable 
options.”

Clemente finds back cure 


PITTSBURGH - (NEA) - You may wonder why 
Roberto Clemente stands in the outfield rolling his head 
around like Oliver J Dragon. Or why he stands on 
second base and does leg-stretching exercises like a 
Vegas dancer. Or why he carries two mysterious rubber- 
stamp-looking implements in an overnight case. 
You may also wonder how it is that Roberto Clemente, 
at age 37. can still handle a blind bat as if it had eyes, 
and can still discharge a baseball from the outfield with 
fluid motion that makes the play a physical sonnet. 
And, also, how is it that he can perform with such 
grace and skill and speed and power when he suffers 
from a bad back, a sore shoulder, a pulled leg muscle 
and, some say, an illness of the heart? 
He does it, he says, because of his studies of the human 
anatomy, particularly the back. He injured his back in 
1954, in the minor leagues and has had recurrent prob­ 
lems with it ever since because sometimes he must 
carry the entire Pittsburgh Pirates team on it. 
The spasm in his back went away in 1954, but came 
back in 1956 and that was when he came upon those 
rubber-stamp-like tools. A chiropractor in St. Louis gave 
Clemente relief, and the "T s” are used at the pressure 
points. 
Since then, he goes from town to town looking up the 
local chiropractor. It apparently has not hurt 
He hit 
.341 this season, has a lifetime batting average of nearly 
320, has won five batting titles, nine Golden Gloves for 
fielding excellence and holds the major league record 
for most consecutive seasons leading the league in as­ 
sists for outfielders, five seasons through 1967. 
Clemente has learned to employ those "T s” too. and 
this season has allowed Willie Stargell and Danny Mur-

The doctor's mailbag

Dear Dr. Lamb—Our son 
describes a pain in the left 
side which persists for some­ 
time after running, even 
after the little running in­ 
volved in shooting baskets 
on the driveway. He has had 
it for at least a couple of 
years. 
Dear Reader — Coaches 
and doctors have been con­ 
fronted with the “ stitch in 
the side” problem for years. 
In truth, we still don’t know 
what 
the 
mechanism 
is. 


Some think that the liver be­ 
comes engorged with blood 
and because of stretching 
causes pain. This 
surely 
doesn’t apply to all cases. 
That couldn’t be the answer 
in the case of your son be­ 
cause the liver is on the 
right side, not the left. 


in a person with one leg 
shorter than the other, to 
more severe deformities. 
Recent illnesses, poor eating 
habits and exposure to cold 
(sleeping under a cold draft 
from a fan) all seem to be 
factors in some instances. 
Severe pain in the side 
can also occur from gas 
trapped in the intestine. The 
colon is a long, U-shaped 
tube and it curves into a 
sharp bend just under the 
liver under the right side of 
the diaphragm and again 
under the spleen just under 
the left side. Gas trapped in 
either of these locations can 
cause severe pain. I suspect 
that gas trapping is a more 
frequent cause of recurrent 
side pain in exercise than 
commonly recognized. What 
causes gas? Again you have 
a lot of reasons, including 
nervous tension. 


In any case, recurrent epi­ 
sodes of “ stitch in the side,’’ 
as painful as they may be, 
are not serious. When I was 
studying the responses of 
the Pentathletes 
(pistol 
shooting, cross-country run­ 
ning, fencing, swimming and 
horseback riding), I noted 
that problems like the pain 
in the side and the so-called 
“ second wind” were much 
more common in individuals 
at the beginning of their 
training and less so after 
they were in tip-top shape 
for competition.

Others have suggested 
ouR BOARDING HOUSE 
that it is caused by muscle 
spasm of the small muscles 
between the lower ribs, or 
even muscle spasm of the 
diaphragm. Some authori­ 
ties dismiss this possibility, 
saying it lasts too long for a 
muscle cramp. I doubt this 
refutes the idea, since a 
muscle in spasm can cause 
pain a long time. Anyone 
who has had a stiff neck for 
several days knows it is not 
a momentary event. So I am 
inclined to think it could be 
muscle spasm of either mus­ 
cles in the lower rib cage or 
the diaphragm, or even mus­ 
cles in some other location 
with referred pain to the 
side. 


Why should a person have 
muscle spasm? There are 
many reasons from minor 
deformities of the skeleton 
that put a persistent strain 
on certain muscles, as seen

Your longer-range plan­ 
ning of family finances can 
take into account one fore­ 
cast that would seem to be. 
unfortunately, about 100 per 
cent accurate. 
With few exceptions. 
America’s wage earners will 
find state and local income 
taxes 
taking 
increasingly 
bigger bites. 
Citing a record amount of 
new or increased taxes 
levied by the state legisla­ 
tures thus far in 1971. the 
Tax Foundation notes that 
the changes "accelerate the 
trend toward heavier reli­ 
ance on persona! income 
taxes.” 
Two more states will, trom 
now on, begin levying in­ 
come taxes. Eight states 
have raised their tax rates 
this year, and several have 
widened their tax bases. 
The l ax Foundation, a pri­ 
vate. nonprofit organization 
says its survey indicates n«*w 
or increased state taxes will 
hit an all-time high this 


year To date, in 27 states, 
the tax hikes total about $3 3 


billion—and about half of the 
increase will be produced by 
personal income taxes. 
This trend could make in­ 
vesting in tax-exempt “ mu­ 
nicipal” bonds something to 
be considered by family in­ 
vestors. Generally they’ve 
been advantageous only to 
those in above-average tax 
brackets. But the interest on 
bonds of your own state or 
local revenue-raising agen 
cies usually is exempt from 
both federal and state in 
come tax«*s—and the double 
exemption can make the 
bonds interesting to taxpay­ 
ers in somewhat lower 
brackets 
Each individual will have 
to do his own arithmetic to 
see whether the lower yields 
of "municipals” are more 
than offset by tax savings.

WORCESTER, England - 
(NEA)—The women’s libera­ 
tion movement is gunning 
for Brigadier Peter Young, 
who is tubby, 56, and looks 
enough like Buffalo Bill to 
be his twin brother. 
Women’s lib is sore be­ 
cause Brigadier Young won’t 
let them take an active part 
in the war games he has 
been organizing for the past 
three years. 
The brigadier himself de­ 
nies that he is a male chau­ 
vinist. “ A woman’s place on 
the battlefield, if she has one 
at all, is that of a camp fol­ 
lower,” says the brigadier, 
tugging at his white mus­ 
tache. 
“ I’m perfectly willing to 
let wives and girl friends 
come to our war games if 
they are content to carry 
t h e i r menfolk’s muskets. 
Even the British army rec­ 
ognized c a m p followers. 
R i g h t up to Wellington’s 
time the army allowed six 
women per company. 
“ But the t r o u b l e with 
women today is that they 
w a n t to lead the cavalry 
charges.” 
Whether or not the cavalry 
of the future will be led by 
Amazons, men are having 
all the fun at present. At 
regular intervals this sum­ 
mer a growing band of war 
games enthusiasts has been 
t u r n i n g up at Brigadier 
Young’s bidding to refight 
the battles of the English 
Civil War (1642-49). 
They come wearing the 
plumed hats and gorgeous 


costumes of the period. In 
ordinary life they are law­ 
yers, bricklayers, university 
students and garbage collec­ 
tors, but when they get 
rigged out in 17th-century 
finery they look as though 
they had just stepped from 
a Lord Calvert whisky ad. 
Their weapons are authen­ 
tic, too. Some are the actual 
swords and muskets carried 
by the Roundheads and the 
Cavaliers in t h e i r seven- 
year, seesaw war. (The Cav­ 
aliers were the supporters of 
the monarchy, w h i l e the 
Roundheads upheld Parlia­ 
ment and were so-called be­ 
cause they included a lot of 
bullet-headed London ap­ 
prentices, who cut their fiair 
short.) 
Even the blood that flows 
in the mock battles can be 
real. “ At the battle of Mars- 
ton Moor,” says Brigadier 
Young, “ my general of artil­ 
lery slipped on a cowpad and 
drove his sword into his calf. 
“ Another one of our men 
had his front teeth rammed 
down his throat by the butt- 
end of a pike, and we had to 
buy him a set of false teeth.” 
It’s all good if rough fun, 
however, and in a good 
cause. An admission charge 
is made for the war games 
spectaculars, with proceeds 
going to charity after ex­ 
penses have been deducted. 
The idea of staging mock 
battles was born over tank­ 
ards of beer in 1968 when 
Brigadier Young and a hand­ 
ful of buffs gathered at the 
Mitre Hotel in Oxford. They 
decided to call themselves 
the Sealed Knot in memory 


of a secret promonarchist 
society w h i c h sprang up 
after the civil war. 
Why the sudden interest in 
the English civil war? “ Be­ 
cause it was a traumatic 
event, like the American 
War Between the States,” 
the brigadier explains. “ In­ 
stead of slavery, the issue 
was whether the Crown or 
Parliament s h o u l d reign 
supreme. In the clash be­ 
tween the two, King Charles 
I was beheaded and England 
adopted a republican form of 
government for 12 years be­ 
fore the monarchy was final­ 
ly restored. 
“ By reenacting these 
events the Sealed Knot helps 
to keep this turning-point in 
English history alive.” 
For 10 years, Brigadier 
Young lectured on the bat­ 
tles of the English Civil War 
at Sandhurst, the West Point 
of England. Before that, he 
led wartime commando 
laids on the Germans at 
Guernsey, Dieppe and Sicily, 
which won him the Distin­ 
guished Service Cross. After 
the war he helped organize 
the Arab Legion, now part of 
the Jordanian army. 
Now in retirement, the 
brigadier lives on a battle- 
site near Tewkesbury, Glou­ 
cestershire, where he keeps 
four horses, two cannons and 
a police dog. 
A mock battle costs any­ 
thing from $1,750 to $7,500, 
according to B r i g a d i e r 
Young. “ Sieges are much 
cheaper,” he claims, “ and 
easier to control.” 
The Siege of Warwi ck 
Castle, which was staged at 
the castle itself on May 29, 
brought out 600 members of 
the Sealed Knot in costume 
and armed to the teeth. It 
proved so popular that it was 
repeated twice. 
“ The original siege of the 
castle was not nearly as 


fierce as the one we made.” 
the ex-commando officer 
comments. “ But then you 
have to improve on history 
occasionally.” 
At the more recent Battle 
of Brentford, staged neai 
London early in September. 
800 Roundheads and Cava­ 
liers turned up, and a secur­ 
ity battalion had to take the 
field to keep the proceedings 
from getting out of hand. 
“ Our biggest expense is 
the cavalry, ’ says Brigadier 
Young. “ It costs $1.250 to 
rent 50 horses for the week­ 
end. When you add to that 
another $500 to buy black- 
powder explosives, plus in­ 
surance costs and publicity, 
you can see that we are hard 
put to break even. However, 
we have made considerable 
donations to charity.” 
The 1,500 members of the 
Sealed Knot r a n g e from 
Sandhurst cadets to Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr., from a manu­ 
facturer of toy soldiers to 
Field Marshal Templer, and 
they include one member of 
Parliament. Sir Peter Ag- 
new. T o d a y there are 
branches of the Sealed Knot 
in the United States, New 
Zealand, Malta and Canada. 
Head of the A m e r i c a n 
branch is Aram Bakshian of 
Washington. D.C. 
There is also an African 
member, a Sandhurst cadet 
from Ghana. (“ Man, if you 
think we don’t have Round­ 
heads in Ghana, you’ve got 
another think coming.’’) 
Why do they do it? Give 
up their weekends to play 
soldier? Brigadier Young 
shrugs his shoulders. “ May­ 
be they’re bored with life,” 
he says. “ Maybe they’re in 
revolt against the drag times 
in which we live. Whatever 
the reason our society has 
been going from strength to 
strength.”
